THE CENTENNIAL MEETING IN 
CHARLOTTE.—In aceordance with 
previous announcement, the Centen- 
nial was held in Charlotte on Thurs- 
day at the Court House, and as would 
naturally be expected, the room was 
crowded to its utmost capacity. There 
were present quite a large delegation 
from various parts of the State, and a 
goodly number of ladies graced the 
meeting with their presenee. . 

At the hour of 11 o’clock Gevernor 
Vance called the meeting to order, 
and nominated Hon. Wm..A. Graham 
as President of the meeting. The 


vote was unanimous, and as the ven-» 
erable ex-Governor took his seat, the * 


ooemeees and enthusiasm of the au- 
dience knew no bounds. Governor 
Graham was called out, and though 
in feeble health, addressed the au- 
dience in a speech of over two hours 
duration. > 

His remarks were in defense of the 
authenticity of the Mecklenburg 
Declaration of dence on the 
20th of Mayy 1775, and we may say 
thoroughly refuted every argument 
ever brought out by those who have 
written and spoken to the contrary. 
The Governor quoted all the written 
history in regard to it, and the lan- 
guage of those dead and living to 
show that all that have any right to 
form an opinion, agree that on the 
20th day of May, 1775, a declaration 
of Independence was made in the 
Town of Charlottte, Mecklenburg 
county. Gov. Graham’s speech was 
ordered to be published, therefore we 
will only say that by a careful peru- 
sal of it, the most sceptical on this 
subject will find convincing proofs 
of itsauthenticity. 

Rev. Chas. Phillips, D. D., was 
next called out but made only a brief 
speech in which he heartily approved 
of the objects of the meeting, and 
promise to aid with his influence its 
success, 

Col. James T. Morehead, Senator 
from Guilford, was next called on, 
and delivered avery neat, well-timed, 
appropriate and patriotic address. 
His remarks were well received and 
elicited rounds and rounds of ap- 


plause. 
Major Thomas, Governor Vance 
and Thomas J. Wilson, Esq., also 


made short but excellent speeches. 

A committee, with Gov. Vance as 
chairman, was appointed to draft 
suitable resolutions expressive of the 
sense of the meeting. After a few 
minutes retirement the committee 
returned and reported, with a list of 
resolutions, a bill to be sent to the 
General Assembly, providing for 
Ftate aid to promote the approach- 
ing centennial celebration. The re- 
port was unanimously adopted. 

An afternoon session was ordered, 
and at this meeting it was ascertain- 
that delegates were present from 
Wilmington, Raleigh, Newbern, 
Fayetteville, Monroe, Wadesboro, 
Salisbury, Concord and other places. 

Suitable arrangements were per- 
fected for an appropriate celebration 
on the occasion, and from what we 
could see and learn, this will be one 
of the grandest and most imposing 
affairs ever known in the history of 
our State. The fire and military 
companies of this city, Wilmington, 
Newbern,Fayetteville, Salisbury and 
Concord will attend ina body, and 
many more organizations from other 
places are expected to be present. 

Having only a limited stay in the 
city, we were unable to obtain the 
proceedings in full, but propose to 
copy from the Charlotte Obs rver to- 
morrow such as will be of interest to 
our readers.
